MAD MINERS. 


A Mine in the Hocking Valley At- 
tacked by an Infurlated 
Mob. 
Seven Hundred Shots Fired—One. of 
the Guards Killed and Several 
Wounded. 


Shooting Renewed at Night and the 
Troops Called Out—A Hopper 
Burned. , 


AN UNEQUAL FIGHT. 

MURDER AND ARSON BY AN ARMED MOB. 

CoL_umbBus, O., Aug. 31.—{Speciak]—Sensa- 
tional reports were current here today rela- 
tive to trouble in the Hocking Valley coal dis- 
trict.. The facts in the case, as near as can be 
ascertained, are that there was trouble at the 
Snake Hollow Mine, two miles noythof Buch- 
tel, last night after midnight. A large party 
of miners wearing masks charged on the meu 
guarding the Snake Hollow Mine, and a fight 
ensued, in which some 500 or 600 shots were 
fired. One guard was killed and two wound- 
ed. So far as known none of the at- 
tacking party were killed or injured. The 
man killed was named Hare, from 
Logan. The guards were not of the Pinkerton 
force. Some time during the night a party of 
striking miners drove the small force of guards 
from Mine No. 7 at New Streitsvilie and burned 
the hopper. It was the intention of the oper- 
ators to put imported meu in this mine today 
or tomorrow. The telegraph and telephone- 
wires were cut, and there was no communica- 
tion with the mines for some time today. As 
soon as the reports referred to reached tbe 
city Hocking Valley Railroad officials and mem- 
bers of the coal syndicate went down the road 
on a special train to ascertain the extent 
of the trouble. The Sheriff of Hocking County 
telegraphed the executive department goduy 
The Governor not 
bere, and the message was sent to him at Cin- 
cinnati. Thetenor of the dispatch was that 
the Sheriff still had matters under control but 
thore was a leaning toward calling out the mil- 
itary. 

A CONFERENCE. 

Private secretary McConville and Assistant 
Adjutant-Generai Dili and a number of the 
coal operators held a conference today in 
which the situation was discussed. Gov. 
Hoadly was advised to put himselt 
in communication with the Sheriffs of Hock- 
ing, Perry, and Athens Counties. While the 
military have not as yet been called out, it is 
understood that matters have been shaped 
in that direction. The Hocking Valley officials 
and coal-operators have been securing men, 
arms, and ammunition here and sending them 
Gown tne road today and this evening. 

. The latest reports are that ali is quiet down 
the valley now, but those who are in a position 
to kuow fear trouble. Private-Secretary 
McConville received a dispatch today giving 
meagre details of the fight, the main points of 
which are given above. 

THE GOVERNOR. 

The following dispatch was sent tonight: 

CoLuMBUS, O., Aug. 31.—Sherif/ Crosbie, New 
Lexington: Reports of disorder and violence in 
Hocking, Perry, and Athens Counties have 
All means in your control 
should be exhausted to suppress riotous pro- 
ceedings and protect life and property before 
aid from the State is called for, 

GEO. HOADLY. 

Superintendent Carr of the Hocking Valley 
Road, who bas been down the road, is oy his 
way back on a especial train. Gov. Hoadly is 


expected to arrive on the midnight train. 


A FRESH OUTBREAK. 

LATER—A dispatch just received at the Gov- 
eruor’s office from Longstreth says that the 
miners commenced firing at 10 o'clock, and 
about sixty shots were exchanged, when quiet 
was again restored. They also fired on the 
guards at Sand Run. The lieutenant of the 
Pinkerton guards has telegraphed for 4,000 
rounds of ammunition, which will be sent at 
once. He is afraid of a serlous outbreak be- 
fore morning. The company of the Seven- 
teenth Regiment at New Lexington has been 
ordered out, and will move cimmediately to the 
mines. All the railroad and telegraph com- 
panies’ wires are being destroyed, fo as to cut 
off all communication. 

GRAVE APPREHENSIONS. 

Cotumsus, 0., Aug. 31.—|Spectal.]—The 
guard William Hare, killed last night, was shot 
three times, either of which wounds would 
have proved fatal. There were about 200 mea 
in the attacking party, all of whom were 
masked, and only repulsed after a heavy fusil- 
lade. Several guards are said to have been 
wounded. It is believed that several miners 
were killed and probably some wounded, but 
the casualties on that side are being carefully 
concealed. All appears to be quiet at pres- 
ent, but Krave apprehensions of a renewal! 
of the attack are entertained by officers 
of the coal syndicate. Col. Freeman and 
Capt. Coit are at the Governor's office awaiting 
news from the riot, and in readiness to move 
their command immediately should occasion 
require. The mines are, however, remote 
from the railroad station, and only one wire, 
that of the syndicate, is working, making it 
impossible to reccive a detailed account of to- 
night's fre. The excitement is on the increase 
in this city, as it is feared that serious trouble 
will occur before morning, but all is quiet at 
Iz o'clock. 


THE LATEST. 
TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 

CoLrmBus, O., Sept. 1—12:25 a. m.—[Special. ] 
—At midnight Gov. Hoadly arrived from Cin 
cinnati and shortly after reaching the Executive 
office he received the following telegram from 
Sheriff T. F. McCarty of Hocking County: 

The Hon. George Hoadly, Governor, Columbus, 
.: All means in my power are entirely ex- 
haustedto repress disorder und to protest life 
and property. The strikers are cutting ull tele- 
graph wires. Jam worn out. Have been go- 
ing day and night for two months. Please 
send militia immediately and save further 
hloodshed. The jail is threatened. 

To the above telegram the Governor replied 
as follows: 


T. F. McCarty, Sherif, Logan, Hocking 
County, Ohio: Telegram just received; troops 
are coming. How many do you want to guard 
Logan Jail? Can send Lancaster company to 
Loganaif thought best ahead of the rest. 

As soon as this telegram was sent the Gen 
ernor issued his order for troops, aad the riot 
alarm was sounded. The members of the differ- 
ent companies in this city were soon preparing 
themselves for the scene of the trouble. At 
this writing the Governor's Guard, the Four- 
teenth Regiment, and the Circleville and Lan- 
caster Companies of the Sixth Regiment. and 
the New Lexington Company of the Seven 
teenth will all concentrate at Lancaster, from 
which point they will be humediately taken to 
Sand Kun first, and as soou as quiet is restored 
there the troops will be divided and stationed 
at other poiuts that are now threatening trouble. 

THE MILITIA IN MOTION. 

Cotumatcs, O., Sept. 1—1:25 a. m.—[Spe 
cial.]}—Some miners had been arrested and in- 
carcerated in the Logan Jail, and this excited 
the rioters to renewed energy, and they began 
to eoncentrate around the building and pre- 
pare to liberate the prisoners. 
realized that he would be unable to 
longer preserve the peace, and issued 
his call for assistance. The excitement is 
increasing as the riot alarm continues to 
sound, and the streets are becoming alive with 
people. The militia are gathering at the ar- 
mory. A train on the Hocking Valley is ready 
to convey them to the scene of the riot, and 
they are expectea to move in a short time. 

A RIOTER ARRESTED. 


One of the leaders in the riot at Snake Hol- 
low last night, and the one believed to have 
killed Hare, was arrested and brought to the 
jail at Logan. The mob was coming in on the 
town to release him. 

COMMUNICATION CUT’ OFF. 
Special traims have been put on the railroads

@ the Governor's disposal. At a late hour the 
last wire was cut so that there is no communi- 
eation with points below Logan er- 
cept as carriers reach southern points 
and send to the city by circuiteus routes. This 
prevents the autborities from knowing what is 
gomg on till two or three hours’ time has 
elapsed, and it is believed that a riot prevails 
since midnight at certain places. 

The bank bosses at New Straitville report 
that no men are to be found in that town. and 
the women refuse to tell their whereabouts. 
They aré believed to be out in riot according 
toa general and preconcerted plan, 

: TROOPS ON THE WAY. 

Cottmnus, O., Sept. 1—1:40 a. m.—At 1:30 
Sheriff McCarty, of Hocking County, te- 
graphed from Logan that be das five points in 
his county where the riotis beyond control, aud 
is unable to get at them 80 as to give definit 
information as to what is being done. The 
Governor replied that 350 troops werd on the 
way and more were under marching orders if 
needed. 

. THE GOVERNOR TO THE FRONT. 

Columns, O., Sept. 1—2 15 a..m.—The mili- 
tary are belug held at 2:15 for further orders. 
The Lancaster company is at Logan guarding 
the jail. The Circleville and New Lexington 
companies have been taken by special train to 
Lancaster, and all the rest of the troops ordered 
out ure being held at Columbus. The Govern- 
or has just left on a special trmin for the scene 
of the troubles to investigate the matter for 
himself, and will then order troops if he thinks 
it necessary. He can reach the point in one 
hour and thirty minutes. 0 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 


NELSONVILLE, O., Aug. 31.—At midnight Sat- 
urday night 300 or 400 masked men beavily 
armed appeared at Snake Hollow for the pur- 
pose of seeking revenge for many in- 
sults thrust upon ‘them since the 
strike began. Their appearance was the 
signal for firing from the guards, 
which was bromptly and vigorously returned 
by the attacking party of miners. The firing 
wus very brisk for a few minutes. When the 
smoke cleared away it was found that O'Hare, 
from Logan, who was acting as captain of the 
Suake Hollow guards, was lying dead with 
several bullet holes in his body. Two 
other guards had received slight flesh wounds. 
It is not known whether any of the miners 
were wounded. None were left on the field. 
It is said the attacking party had ropes 
with which to hang “biack legs” who 
had been repeatedly warned to desist 
from working, and that they had actually 
placed ropes round the necks of two men. This 
morning David Woody, a miner liviti® at Ne- 
sonville, was arrested, on a charge of complic- 


ity in Saturday night’s attack and sent to 


Logan on a special car and placed in jail. The 
body of the dead man was forwarded to Logan 
tonight. 


EARLY REPORTS. 
A COWARDLY ATTACK. 

Co.tumpBus, O., Aug. 31.— HKeports core from 
the Hocking Valley that the mmers at Suake 
Hollow madean attack on the guards at 2 
o'clock this morning, and one of the guards 
was killed and two wounded. The ro- 
port is that there are about 3,000 
miners in the number who made the 
attack, they having come in from the 
surrounding country. ‘The telegraph lines are 
ali cut and the Sheriffs who are in the vicinity 
are thus prevented from having communica- 
tion with the Governor to call out the militia. 

A HOPPER BURNED. 

One of the hoppers was burned during the 

rht, entailing a loss of about $4,000, 

No definit intormation has been received 
here yet for the reason that communication is 
cut off. As soon as the lines are repaired com- 
munication will be bad with the Governor 
direct. The Columbus & Hocking Vally officials 
and the coal companies run down a special 
early this morning, and expect further trouble 
later in the day or tonight. 

SHOT DOWN IN COLD BLOOD. 

CotumBus, O., Aug. 31.—Sheriff McCarty of 
Athens County sends the ng telegram 
to Gov. Hoadly from Buebtel, which is jn the 
neighborhood where tbe rfot occurred iast 
night: 

Shooting commenced by the rioters about 2 
a. m. and continued about an hour. Am not 
able to judge the number of men, nor suy how 
many shots were fired. The firing was 
general and a great number of 
shots fired—not less than 600 or 
700. There were a hundred or more men that 
were rioting around with sbotguns, rifles, and 
revolvers. One guard was shot dead without 
provocation, and pleading for mercy, and two 
others were wounded. Tbe guards returned 
the fire, but Icannot say whether any person 
was killed or wounded. 

Tbe Sheriff is unable to say how soon another 
attack will be made. No troops can be for- 
warded except on an order from the Sheriff. 
The Governor is in readiness to receive an 
order. 

TNE WIRES CUT. 

NELSONVILLE, O., Aug. 31.—At 3 a. m. the 
guards on duty at No. 7 mine were sudden- 
ly surrounded by a lot of armed men. In the 
meantime the coal-hoppers were discovered on 
fire. The men had their faces blackened. The 
telegraph wires were also cut in several places 
through the valley, cutting off communication. 
The State Journal representative was surround- 
eens ordered to leave town or suffer the con-

THE VICTIMS. 
Col. buntes. O., Aug. 31—10 p. m.—The name 
of the man killed durmg the firing at Snake 
Hollow is William Hare, an elderly man and 
guard, who resided at Logan. 

Jacob Lift. also of Logan, was sbot in the 
leg, and another guard in the head. 

A CHANGE OF BASE—FURTHER TROUBLE 
FEARED. 

The striking miners are concentrating tonight 
at Murray City, and the Deputy Sheriff in 
charye there bas asked the Sheriff for aid. It 
is thought troops will be called Out before 
morning. At all other points in the valley 
everything is reported quiet. Murray City is 
about five miles from Snake Hollow and not so 
well guarded. 


PENNSYLVANIA MINERS. 
TROUBLE BREWING. 

Coal CENTRE, Pa., Aug. 31.—Tomorrow 
Sheriff Chambers will read the riot act to the 
striking miners and order them to break camp 
and return to their homes. The men are not 


disposed to obey the command and trouble is 
expected. Nothing of importance has trans- 
pined today.

MURDERERS\CONVICTED. 


— — 


An Illinois Woman and Her Youthful 
Paramour Sentenced to Nineteen 
Years’ Imprisonment. 

Proria, III., Aug. 31.—|Special.|—May 3 last 
John J. Lawson, a Fulton County farmer, was 
found lying on the railroad track near Fair- 
view in a dying condition. His wife was the 
fist one to give the alarm. A 1*year-old boy, 
one Elmer N. Lamb, whose name gossip had 
coupled with that of Mrs. Lawson in a 
compromising manner, was also seen hastily 
leaving the vicinity of the place where 
the dying man was found. Lawson rver 


spoke, and died in afew moments after being 


found. Young Lamb fied tol Nebraska. where 
he was arrested and confessed tothe Sheriff 
that be had killed Lawson with a pistol shot. 
In the meantime Mrs. Lawson had been ar- 
rested as an accessory, and at the preliminary 
hearing some letters of bers to young Lamb 
were produced so reeking with filth and 
expressions ef illicit love toward the 
boy that no paper in the country 
was hardy enough to publish them, The trial 
has been in progress a week at Lewiston, the 
case being given to the jury Saturday evening. 
They reached a verdict this afternoon, and 
Judge Shape opened court to receive it. Mrs. 
Mary E. Lawson and Elmer N. Lamb are found 
cuilty aud sentenced to nineteen years in the 
penitentiary. Some sympathy is expressed for 
the bos, who was ledastray by a woman vid 
enough to be bis motner, and who has a 
daughter of 15. 


A NEW WHISKY POOL. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 31.— Late last night the 
last name was secured to an agreement which 
refstablishes the whisky pool. Under the new 
agreement, which goes into effect tomorrow, 
and t de iu force one year, distillers are not 
permitted to go beyond 40 per cent of their ca- 
pacity. Houses not running will sell their ca- 
pacity to the poo! at a stipulated price. No 
member is permitted to buy another's capacity. 
The running capacity of the pool has been 
scaled down from 50,000 to 37,000 bushels. The 
election of officers will be attended to at a 
meeting 


to be called soon. 


ENFORCE THE LAW. 


Closing Session of the National 
Law and Order League at 
Farwell Hall. 
Speeches by President Bonney and Mem- 
bers from all Parts of the 
Union. 


The Organization Neutral as to Politics 
and Prohibition—Its Field for 
Work, 


— 


The closing mass-meeting of the National 
Law and Order League was held last nicht in 
Farwell Hall. There was 4 very large audience 
present, The singing was conducted by the 
large choir of the Chicagd Avenue Church. 

Mr. C. C. Bonney, Chairman, said the second 
annual convention of the Citizens’ Law and 
Order League would close| with the present ses- 
sion. The @ecretary nud reported that from 
the best information he cauld obtain there were 
in the United States 500 jeagues, with a mem- 
bership of more than 60,000 men. They had 
able officers, and everywhere there was a 
spirit of enthusiasm. The objects were to en- 
force the existing laws ds in the statutes. It 
had been said those engaged in the liquor 
traffic would be brought to need and he hoped 
that would be so. All the money used to in- 
flict injury upon Americah homes would 60 far 
exceed the value of tbe capital engaged in the 
liquor traffic that it would not be worthy of 
mention. A prominent brewer had sald what 
they most feared was a submission of the ques- 
tion of prohibition to tha people of the State. 
This was a confession of weakness. The glory 
of the country was that they were at last 
bound to the work and he hoped at no distant 
day the organization would be no longer 
needed, They believed thd continued existence 
ot the country would depend upon the success 
of this movement. They had sown the seed, 
and now behold the promise of a bounteous 
harvest of good results. 

NEUTRAL AS TO PROHIBITION. 

The Rev. Dr. McPhersoy, who was then in- 

troduced by the Chairman, said that the 


league, judged by its results, was better fitted 


to do efficient work at pregent than any other 
temperance organization. It put the emphasis 
of its work upon the undipputed points of tem- 
perance retorm. One mah would prove from 
the Bible that total abstinence was required, 
while another would prove from the samt au- 
thority that total abstinence was net required. 
Meantime the world was dying of delirium 
tremens. Some would say that prohibition did 
not prohibit in this country, and that even in 
Oriental countries where prohibition prevailed 
the people were rotten with vice. For himself 
he believed in prohibition, and notwithstanding 
its interference with individual mghts it ought 
to prevail. But the devilg of the world were 
utilizing the time while they hesitated. Total 
avstai.ers and temperate men should come in 
ad help in this order, where all could work to- 
gcther in harinony. The league was organized 
to see that laws are executed, and that was a 
better work than legislation for more laws 
that could not be executed. Unexecuted laws 
taught men to believe that Governments were 
a fraud. Gen. Grant had ald that the way to 
rescind @ bad law was to enforce it. The 
speaker alluded to the gpod feeiing existing 
between the different religious desominauons 
in Chicago, and said they were too busy in 
figuting the Devil to dispute upon little points. 
It was ofven said that high officials allowed 
laws to go unenforced in order to avoid dis- 
pleasing those to whom tbey looked for re- 
election. This had been done in thiscity. Old 
drunkards were like old) bricks—hbard to re- 
mold. So this organization started out wit! 
its hands upon the shoulders of their sons and 
daughters. He would giye his band to every 
organization that would beip the young. 

The Hon. Arthur Burtpn, President of the 
Citizens’. Law and Order League of Philadcl- 
phia, said their organizatipn had been in exist- 
ence only a little over three years. They com- 
menced to create a seutiment in favor of the 
enforcement of existing laws and meant to as- 
sist the authorities in that work. They assured 
the public authorities that they proposed to 
encourage them and furnish them with infor- 
mation that would tend to suppress the liquor 
traffic Sundays, Ove; single liquor sa- 
loon only was open last Sunday. They 
first found out what the law was. 
Then they brought information before 
oue of the most prominent beer-garden proprie- 
tors in the city to the grand, jury, but it was 
ignored. The Judge of the court, however, 
sent it back to the grand jury. They found 
that for any violation of law the license might 
be takenaway. But the saloons could easily 
get other licenses, though the law said they 
could not be reissued when revoked for cause. 
The court sustained the league in this view, and 
it wasagreat victory. June 1 they bad 100 men 
against whom true bills had been found, a num- 
ber of licenses taken away, and a number hav- 
ing licenses on promise that they would sus- 
pend Sunday. 

GOOD WORK IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Mr. L. E. Dudley, Secretgry of the Boston Law 
and Order League, said their league was organ- 
ized May 31, 1882. Their colleges had 
lent aid to tho movement, and 
many of the prominent men of the State. The 
State had reached a higher plane than Illinois, 
though they received their inspiration from 
Chicago. Their laws had been a dead letter. 
In Lynn all sale of liquorjexcept for medicinal 
und mechanical purposeg was forbidden, yet 
in that city there were 300 saloons running 
seven days ip the week. Ther had men who 
did not believe in prohibition, yet voting for it 
because the restrictions qu the traffic were not 
enforced. They demanled that the tram 
should come to the point where every sale of 
liquor should be autborizea by the laws of the 
State. There were sixty-eight branches in the 
Stute, and in muny towng and cities prohibi- 
tion was an accomplished fact. In Som- 
merville, with 26,000 people, no one could get 
a drink of liquor without more signs, grips, and 
passwords than in a Masgnic organization. in 
Boston the police force was forbidden to enter 
a saioon except to make qn arrest, and conse- 
quently they were unabje to prevent Ulegal 
gales of liquor, He lad) seen children under 
lo years of age intoxicated und buying liquor. 
They had succeeded in closing 60 per cent of 
the saloons Sundays. | They had but five 
agents at workin Boston yet the saloonkecp- 
ers saw in every: Strange face a possible ageut 
ot the league. They h i doubled the saloon 
licenses, now costing 8250 instead of $125. They 
thought it a good pian to burden the capital in 
the business as much gs possible. In Maine 
there were many leaguds already formed. Iu 
New Hampshire they had the same under 
another naue. In Grgat Falis, which bad 5.000 
people, there were forty-seven salovns after 
prohibition for twenty-ejght years. They em- 
ployed detectives and ware not ashamed of it. 
Two detectives were seit to the probibition 
towns of New Hampshige, and in a few days 
they found pinety-seyen violations of the Liq- 
vor law. In Vermont they had three leagues 
—a good foothold. In Rhode Island they had 
three or four. In Connecticut a number ot 
leagues bad sprung up: in Southport one 
league had closed every saloon in the town. 
All were interested in the work. It was the 
pioneer of tbe eburch, Tariff reform and 
civil-service reform werp bagatelles compared 
to this reform. This power which threatened 
the life of the Nation must bow its knee to the

Program of the Convention Which Begins 
in Philadelphia ,Thursday—A Pro- 
posed International As- 
sociation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 31.—The thirty- 
third annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Stience, which 
begins in this city Thursday next“ promises to 
be one of the largest ever held. The meeting 
will occupy seven days, and during the-session 
it ig expected there will be read between 300 


and 500 papers, covering a large number ot 


subjects. At the opening of the general ses- 
sion Thursday morning President Young will 
resign the chair to Prof. J. P. Leisiey, the 
President-elect, after which an address of wel- 
come to members of the American Association 
and delegates of foreign societies present 
will be delivered on benalf of the State by Gov. 
Pattison, and on behalf of the city by Mayor 
Smith. The same evening a lecture will be de- 
livered before the association, to which mem- 
bers of the American Institute of Mining En 
gineers, which will be in session during the 
week, bave been invited. Friday evening Prof. 
C. A. Young will deliver the annua! address to 


members of the American and British Associa- 
tions, delegates of the Royal Society of Canada, 
and other foreign societies, after-whith a re- 
ception will be given by citizens of Philadel- 
phia. Wednesday, Sept. 10, the association 
and visiting delegates will be invited to inspect 
the exhibits at the International Electrical Ex- 
hibition. The rest of the session will be 
devoted to business meetings, meetings 
of the different sections. reading of 
papers, etc. Thursday evening, Sept. 11,.the 
concluding exercises will be held: Abstracts 
of a large number of papers have already been. 
received by the Permanent Secretary, but of 
their character or contents nothing can be 
learned until they have been examined by the 
Standing Committee, which meets Wednesday 
evening, when they will be accepted or reject- 
ed according to merits.

SENATOR SHERMAN, 
HIS ADDRESS AT ASHLAND, d. 

MANSFIELD, O., Aug. 30.— [Special. [come 
here to muke a political speech, said Senator 
Sherman in his address delivered today at Ash- 
land, O., but in doing so 1 do not consider it 
a part of my duty to arraign my fellow-citizens 
of the Democratic party, to abuse their candi- 
dates, or to question the patriotism and purity 
of their motives. The general desire of all citi- 
zens is to vote in the ‘interests of good govern- 
meut. The bias which most frequently controls 
their judgment is party fealty. The grea¥ 
body of our people have no selfish motives in 
their politics, but follow their party flag unless 
convinced of their error.

He may be a (reformer, an _ egotist, 
a pharisee, or a dude, and say, 
there are rascais in all parties and therefore he 
will vote With none.) He wont vote for this 
candidate because he drinks a glass of beer; he 
don't write good English; he loved not wisely 
but too well.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

Trade prognostications at the present time 
have to be based mainly on general princi- 
ples, for the surface indications are not of a 
sufliciently pronounced character to guide the 
student. In 1879 there was such a drift of 
events that even. the most casual observer 
could see what was coming. Everybody 
wanted to buy something or to go into some 
new venture. In 1880, when prices had 
reached unreasonably high points, when tlie 
country was flooded with foreign goods that 
it did not want, and the machinery of trade 
was strained to the utmost, it was evident that 
we could not goon long at that rate, When in 
1873 the failure of such manufacturing con- 
cerns as the Sprague Mills deprived the la- 
borers of their very means of subsistence it 
was clear that there were hard times ahead. 
We have now had a period of in- 
solvency, but without much sutfering 
among the laboring ess; a period of 
curtailment. without a large number of de- 
serving persons thrown on charity; an enor- 
mous decline in prices with the purchasing 
power of the masses practically undimin- 
ished, The all-important question now is, 
Which way are we going from this time on? 
Can anybody see a guif yawning before any 
particular industry; or can anybody see an 
unobstructed road to a high degree of activi- 
ty ? The evidence seems to show that we 
have left most of the dangers behind us, but 
it does not show that the markets are soon 
to shake off all their torpor. Nothing but 
an event of the first importance, which no- 
body at this time foresees—such as a Euro- 
pean war or a great discovery —cau give af- 
fairs a sudden impulse. We have then only 
the general principles of supply and demand, 
price, ete., to guide us. It is a moral cer- 
tainty that the low prices, the caution of the 
business public, and the weeding) cut of the 
thieves in financial institutions will in time 
work the cure, of the present depression. 
When the patient will be declared well the 
wisest cannot say, but the opinion so fre- 
quently expressed now that he will be better 
before he is worse is probably not far from 
the truth. . 

Meanwhile the people stand in their shops 
ail wait. They ce the mill§ curtailing 
manutacture, the mining companies restrict- 
ing their output, and an effort among the iron 
men to reduce further their produet—all this 
in the face of small and decreasing stocks in 
most cases, ‘They coax the farmer to sell his 
Wheat at present prices, and he replies that 
he will sell when he gets ready. They dis- 
play their goods ten:ptingly to the consumer. 
ane he buy’S just as little as he cah get along 
With. It is not surprising, under these cir- 
cumstances, that the bank clearings show a 
decrease from week to week and that all the 
current financial statistics change little. Pre- 
di¢tions were abundant in the spring ana 
¢arly summer that if the wheat crop turned 
out well there would be a revival, but now 
{vale is waiting for the corn and ¢otton erops. 
The anticipations of a free niovement of 
currency to the country have “been disap- 
pointed, and the hoards of money remain in 
the banks. It is pretty evident that, what- 
ever the trade is to be this fall, it will be 
late. 

This stuggish movement of business places 
Capital in an unpleasant predicament. A 
large amount of funds belonging to estates 
and persons out of active life, which refused 
Government bonds beeause of their high 
price, has now been frightened out of rail- 
Fond securities by the May panic. Some of 
this money is seeking investment at low 
rates for long periods on the security of 
mortgages on realty, and ‘considerable 
amounts are lying idle for the present, not 
knowing where to turn. Funds ordinarily 
used in business are stored in vaults. The 
banks of the leading cities have eash re- 
sources far beyond the requirements of the 
law. Meangvhile the merchants have to pay 
high rates for what they borrow, be- 
cause the banks, like everybody else. 
have had their confidence weakened 
by the widespread insolvency among 
all classes of dealers. These. . institu- 
tions, too, in many cases loan sparingly to 
business-men. as a means of coercing them 
into a conservative policy. At the same time

or clearing-house rules to thé contrary, they 
will continue to make loans of that class and 
run the risk of panics, for 4 collateral that 
can be sold out any moment in ordinary times 
is dear to the heart of the banker. The 
banks of New York are, however, more care- 
ful than they were before the panic—more 
(discriminating as to the stocks they take and 
more exacting as to the margin between the 
amount of the loan and the market value of 
the security. i 

Aside from the exposures of thieving im- 
portant business events were not numerous 
last week, The bulls maintained their posi- 
tion in the stock market fairly well, tho 
prices were unsteady much of the time. It 
would seem that there must be a large de- 
cline in some of the stocks before long, as 
the list is maintained principally by manipu- 
lation and certain securities have been un- 
reasonably advanced. As for legitimate 
trade, it disappointed those who had been 
looking for a considerable increase thus early 
in the season. There was a fair movement 
of dry goods, and the Halstead & Haines 
auction sale was as successful as had 
been expected. About 4,000,000 cot- 
ton spindles and 100,000 looms are now 
idle. It is an unprecedented thing for this in- 
dustry to stop in August, just as the fall de- 
mand should begin td be active. A large 
proportion of the woolen mills are also idle. 
Some sales of iron were made during the 
week at the lowest figures yet, but the pro- 
posed curtailment of production is considered 
unnecessary by many manufacturers and is 
not likely to be adopted. A restriction of 
coal mining has been practically agreed on 
for the rest of the year. The condition of 
affairs among the trunk-line roads is rather 
threatening, but there is room for plenty of 
diplomaty yet before the combination goes to 
pieces, Little trouble is reported in the labor 
market, except in the Pittsburg region, where 
thay are talking about the spilling of blood, 


WHICH IS THE CRAZY ONE? 

One of the celebrated cases of the day is 
that of voung Rhinelander of New York, 
who married a young Irish girl!“ beneath his 
station and not long ago shot and wounded 
the lawyer who was hired by hi aristocratic 
family to bring about a separation between 
him and his wife. The Rhinelander family, 
who belong to the nobs of Murray Hill, have 
rade a formal charge that their erring son is 
insane, and a judicial examination has been 
made to determine his mental condition. The 
press of New York City are giving generous 
installments of their valuable space to re- 
porting the proceedings of this inquiry in the 
evident belief that the affairs of the Rhine- 
lander family when they take the shape of 
an attempt to imprison one of their number 
in an insane asylum are by no means private. 
In this view the newspapers are entirely cor- 
rect, 


wealthy people of New York as a means for 
the private discipline of sons or daughters 
who pérsist in doing their own thinking, or 
as business contrivances for the acquisition 
of family fortunes which the owners refuse 
to sell, or give away, or let go in death, has 
become altogether too common of late years. 
A writof habeas corpus was taken out the 
other day for the recovery from one of the 
private insane asylums which abound in the 
vicinity of: New York of a wealthy widow 
who has been hidden for two years from her 
friends by her incarceration there at the in- 
stance of relatives who wanted to gain pos- 
session of her income Of $25,000 g year. The 
testimony in the Rhinelander case contains a 
statement by one of the witnesses that in 
conversation with the lawyer who Was after- 
wards shot by Rhinelander he was informed 
by this attorney that a young relative of the 
Rhinelander family named Renwick, who 
had married a farmer’s daughter, had been 
placed temporarily in an insane asylum, and 
while he was there the marriage had been 
annulle@ The lawyer added that he thought 
the same thing could be done in this case. 

The evidence brought out in this case will 
persuade a great many people that there is 
insanity in the Rhinelander family. but in 
the *‘ Wild West” at least there will*be a 
large majority who will judge that the un- 
soundness exists in other heads and hearts 
than those of young Rhinelander. Ile mar- 
ried “ for love” a young woman whose crime 
in the eyes of his family was that she was 
poox. Iller affection for her husband ts 
shown by her indignant refusal of a delicate 
offer from the high-minded tamily of an an- 
nuity of $3,000 a year and a cash payment 
of $20,000 down H she would . abandon 
her husband and go to Europe to live 
without him. His affection for her 
shown by the fact that he contentedly let go 
a bequest of $1,000,000 which he knevyewpu!d 
be canceled it he made this marriage. The 
young wife was the descendant of Irish peas- 
Ants. The Rhinelanders are the descendants 
of Gérman peasants, The young woman has 
this advantage over them—that she retained 
her un family name up ‘to the day of her 
marriage, while the Rhinelanders’ real name 
is lost in obsenrity, as the first of the family 
who landed on Manhattan Island called him- 
self Rhinelander because he was fresh from 
the Rhine land, as one might call himself an 
Icelander or a Greenlander, 

Other evidences of young Rhinelander's 
insanity from his family’s point of view, be- 
side his marrying a girl whose ancestors had 
not Cultivated a eabbage patch that had risen 
enormously in value, were not very numerous 
or convineing. When his family found out 
his **infatuation ’ for the young Irish girl, 
one of his aunts asked him pointedly, Why 
marty her? Could younot make some other 
arrangement?’ But he chose to take her in 
lawful wedlock. When the family lawyer 
found that; his marriage was not legal be- 
cause he was a few days under age, Rhine 
lander refused to take advantage of it, but at 
once had himself remarried. Another proof 
of insanity was that he never boasted of be- 
ing u Khinelander, and regarded ability and 
moral character as the true standard of man- 
hood. His aberration took another form 
excruciatingly painful to At arlstocratie 
folk, Whose assumed nanie he bore, of re 
fusing td finish his college course because. he 
‘believed a collegiate career was practically 
üseless“ and of trying to learn something 
more useful. He himself confessed on the 
withess stand that he had studied phonog- 
raphy because he thought that some time he 
might have to make his own living“ and 
that way appeared to have its advantages.“ 

The sanity of those who have charged in- 
sanity on this young man is exemplilied by 
the remark of his own mother when he told 
her of the marriage: May God in His 
mercy take the woman!”’—meaning that He 
should take her te His bosom to relieve the 
Rhinelander bosom of the torture caused by 
her presence—and May you never have a 
child.“ This gentlewoman's idea of insanily 
is perhaps not moré accurate than her con- 
ceptions of what constitutes a gentleman. 
She wrote to her son when he was in Canada 
with his wife: .** You must come back alone

DEAD LANGUAGES MUST GO. 

The very general interest which has arisen 
in the discussion of the qhestion of the utility 
of Latin and Greek as studies in our schools 
and universities is illustyated in the proceed- 
ings of the British A iation of Science 
now in session at Montrdal. In the opening 
address before the assdeiation, which is al- 
ways devoted to the prominent subjects en- 
e scientific world, 
Lord Rayleigh, President of the association, 
made special reference » the place which the 
dead languages hold in the scheme of public 
education, 

In giving his views upon this subject, Lord 
Rayleigh showed that hq was not an extrem- 
ist. He carefully weighed the arguments on 
either side, and arrived at conclusions which 
seem to us indisputable, which we believe 
are now shared by the fnajority of thinking 
people. The arguments made in favor of the 
study of these languages pre mainly confined to 
their utility and their mental discipline. As to 
the former; Lord Raylbigh stated, what is 
notoriously true, that tlhe large majority of 
boys do not attain either to a knowledge of 
the ancient languages onto an appreciation of 
the writings of ancient quthors. But, on the 
other hand, even if they do get a smattering 
of them in the six or eight years now devoted 
to them, they are soon forgotten unless 
the student adopts a 4. which requires 
be kept up. Inas- 
energies of the large 
majority of young men jn after life are en- 
gaged with business pürsuits, these useless 
Incumbrances are soon thrown aside and for- 
gotten. So far as the demands of business 
are concerned, as well as the graces of 
culture and conveniences of travel, the 
knowledgegof French and Germar is indis- 
pensable. As to the kuowledge of our own 
language, they are alsojof more importance 
than Latin or Greek. The derivatives from 
the Latin roots we find in our language in 
their French form, and) except in technical 
scientific terms, to some extent the Greek 
language has no influemee upon the English 
at all. It adds tothe force of this argument 
that while French and German answer the 
same purpose, so far as perfecting the knowl- 
edge of English, a servkeeable comprehension 
of them, under the present improved methods 
of teaching them, can. be obtained in half the 
time required for the mastery of the dead: 
languages. 

As to the other argument—namely: the 
disciplinary value of their study, Lord Ray- 
leigh was equally positive in his statement: 
I believe that Frenchiand German, if prop- 
erly taught, would go far to replace Latin 
and Greek from a diseiplinary point of view, 
while the actual value of the acquisition 
would in a majority of|-cases., be incompara- 
bly greater.” There s no doubt of this. 
Much time and sens Z have been wasted in 
the advocacy of this Flaim. Very few stu- 
dents’ do more than skim over Latin and 
Greek, because they have uo interest in them, 
whereas, if they were studying French and 
German in their place, their interest in these 
living languages, whobe value Wey can ap- 
preciate, would be so gtrong that they would 
give them more thoro¥gh study. Assuming 
even that the discipligary valué is the same, 
Is it not more “pee ny to dacipline the 


that their practice shoul 


mind with studies which will be of use in 
after years than with those which will be of 
no use in the majorityjof cases ? 

Upon these various points which are made 
in favor of dropping the dead languages and 
substituting the living we question whether 
there is much doubt, even among those who 
are devoted to education, and certainly there 
is none at all among thle laymen. Taxpayers 
protest, and with jusfice, against paying out 
their money for compulsory studies in lan- 
guages which are of to use to their children. 
The sons of the wealthy and those who are 
intending to follow | professions where a 
knowledge of these languages is necessary 
ean have all the opportunities they desire of 
studying them. ‘The injustice of the system 
lies in forcing them upon those who de ot 
want to study them and who can have no 
possible use for them in after life. It is not 
only a waste of money, but a waste of time 
which might otherwise be devoted to studies 
of practical use and benefit. The emphatic 
position taken by Lofd Rayleigh will give a 
new impulse to the icrusade against Greek 
and Latin as compulsory studies, and the 
hearty applause which greeted his remarks 
upon the subject shows that the association 
sympathizes with his jviews.

It would not suit 
the people to cripple the mail seryice and 
endanger the eflicjent administration of pub- 
lic affairs by cutting down this force by 30,000 
men in any event. But it is ridiculaus to in- 
timate that the Democratic party would 
undertake such a work.

Capt. McClintock was shot and eaten by the 

others for food.

The Public Staying Away and Every 
One Seemingly Afraid to Op- 
* erate. 


Low Freight Rates Induce a Few Spec- 
ulative Wheat Shipments—Ar- 
mour’s Pork Deal. 


The Balance of Trade Not Particularly En- 
oouraging—The “ Danger of Sil- 
ane ver Payments, 


New Yorx, Aug. 31.—[Special.]}—The Sun's 
Wall Street artiole says: The week was quite 
featureless in Wall street. The average daily 
trading was not small for the season of the year, 
but it was unmistakably local and void of all 
animation. Stocks seemed to be bought and 
sold upon the same principle which often makes 
people eat—not because they feel hungry, but 
because they have to sit at the dinner-table. 
Nobody seemed to know what to do, 
and nipped right and left at a few 
stocks, which were disposed of as soon 
as they showed a little profit. The bails 
are as relu¢tant to buy as the bears are to sell; 
both are trading. because they have to be at 
the exchange between the hours of 10 a. m. and 
8 p. m. But neither seems disposed to go 
home with any large account outstanding over 
night. The trading becomes brisk at times, 
but it is not a trading likely to artract outside 
speculators, still less bona-fide investors. No 
man who ig not on the floor of the exchange 


can make money in such a market. 
He starts handicapped by one-quarter 
of 1 per cent commission, and needs 


in addition several minutes to transmit bis 
order to the broker, which often means two or 
three quarters more. When the whole pros- 
pective ptofit does not exceed 1 per cent the 
inducement to trade under such circumstances 
becomes yery poor indeed. It is only when a 
movement of Gould, Cammack, Osborne, or 
some other leading operator becomes accident- 
Ally known to an outsider that he stands a 
show to make something. But then the odds 
are heavily against him, for the brokers learn 
of the point before him, and all rush to buy or 
to sell in a lump, so that he gets away in at the 
tail end of the decal. 

THE GRAIN MOVEMENT. 

The bank defaications and other disagreeable 
events of recent date buve apparently exhaust- 
ed their direct influence upon Wall strept spec- 
ulation. But other elements of discomfort are 
coming steadily forward in the shape of the 
discovery of immense floating debts in several 
leading corporations, in the probability of a 
reduction of dividends on some of the gilt- 
edged securities, in the cutting of rates by all 
the great lines, and in the threatened decrease 
of grain tonnage on account 6f the low prices 
prevailing forwheat. So far only winter wheat 
has begun to be moved, and in .@ few 
days the crop of spring wheat wil come 
forward, but the trouble is that as soon as 
spring wheat starts and receipts increas® prices 
for it will go lower still and farmers will be 
still less disposed to sell. Corn, tog, is far 
from being secured yet, and until that is done 
there is very little on which to build a‘further 
bull speculation. During the last week there was 
some apparent revival of wheat shipments for 
Europe, but they were in most cases artificial. 
Steamers were chartered in advance in antici- 
pation of a foreign demand for bregdstuffs. 
The steamers came but the demand did not. 
The consequence was a drop of some 
30 cents in freights and a number 
of shipments on consignments, which means 
that the grain is not sold but forwarded tor 
sale at the risk of the sender, who meanwhile 
gets short of a later option inthe Chicago and 
New York markets. 

ARMOUR’S PORK DEAL. 

The pork deal of Armour has been often 
spoken of in this columu before, and its culmi- 
nation was fully reported yesterday by tele- 
graph. Pork went down some $7.50 a barrel, 
and Armour is supposed to be a couple of 
millions ahead onthe deal. But he has got the 
pork yet and nobody seems to want it at a price 
which is likely to leave him with these couple 
of millions.

SILVER. 

According to the just-published figures our 
exports show a decrease of $53,000,000 as com- 
pared with 1882- 88. and are smaller than in any 
yeur since 1879, while the imports have main- 
tained themselves at about the usual figures. 
The balance of trade is not as favorable as in 
former years, but there seems to\be still no 
fear of any immediate dunger to the National 


gold reserve. Considerable apprehension 
was expressed a short time ago in 
Wall street lest the Treasury will be 
soon depleted. But. according to the 


statement of Assistant-Treasurer Acton, the 
Treasury bas been gaining ot late. There is no 
danger of silver being paid out unless asked 
for. So far the silver goes mainly to the West- 
ern and Southern States, where it is in steady 
demand ag ,faciliating the settlement of small 
accounts, The danger of the constant silver 
coinage of $2,000,000 a month is all in the ‘fut- 
ure, not in the present, and it is more than 
likely that Congress will do something to 
avert it long before it bécomes really 
serious. It seems also that the sup- 
ply of silver is getting less plentiful. 
There is a slight increase in the production of 
the Arizona and one or two other mining re- 
gions, but the old mines of Culifornia, Nevada, 
Utah, and Colorado, are running lower and 
lower. Apart trom that the use of siiver tor 
manufacturing purposes is constantly increas- 
ing all the world over. In fact, the supply of 
silver bars bas became so limited that the 
Treasury, which buys every Thursday $500,000 
worth of metal for the mint, has occasionally 
to take Mexican dollars to complete its weekly 
purchases. The silver question seems therefore 
to be out of the way of Wall street speculation, 
and this, combined with the stiil prevailing low 
rates for money,’ must naturally: help the 
manipulators. They have so many unfavorabie 
influences to.contend with that the present 
condition of the silver question and of the 
9. market is of paramount importance to 
them.

The bridge is said to be the 
lougest of its kind in the United States, and has

forty feet gach. The road-bed is twenty-eight 
feet wide and sixty-five feet above the high 
water mark of the Mississippi. The piers are 
of granit, resting on bed-rock twenty feet 
below the surface of the river. The rest ot 
the work is of magnesian limestone from Min- 
nesota quarries. 

The new depot will have when completed 
double the capacity of the New York Central 
in New York City. There will be three build- 
ings—the emigrant ana baggaye, the train shed, 
and the main edifice, with an aggregate front- 
age of 118.330 square feet. Two and one-half 
millions of bricks are to be used, aud when 
finished the total cost is figuredto be very 
near $1,000,000.

A PREACHER ON POLITICS. , 
THE REV. . HENSON ON THE MORAL SIG- 
NIFI@ANCE OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

The Rev. Dr. Henson preached an Election 
Sermon io the First Baptist Church from the 
text: . 3 

Make your calling and election sure, for so an en- 
trance shall be ministered unto you abundantly 
into the everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and Sa- 
viour Jesus Christ.—II. Peter, ., 10-11. 

Words like these, said the preacher, were pe- 
euliarly appropriate to us, standing on the 
verge of the quadrenrial political convulsion 
that shakes the whole land. There was a dau- 
ger on the eve of the Presidential election of 
business and even the work of the Lord get- 
ting depressed. Business-men hardly dared to 
hope for large profits, and Christian men, in 
the midst of such fierce excitement, when the 
air was charged with political electricity, 
even found it difficult. to be earnest 
about the Lord’s work. His thoughts had nat- 
urally drifted to the subject of election, in 
view of the present important issues before the 
country. Interest in the coming Presidential 
election was healthy, but it was sad to see the 
defilement, debauchery, scandal, slime, and 
Hith that were being scattered over the whole 
Nation in the midst of such a campaign, in 
which no special principles, but simply the dis- 
1 g of —— — were involved.

SUN CYCLONES. 
IT TS A TIME OF UNUSUAL SOLAR ACTIVITY. 

“This is a time of unusual solar activity,” 
said the astronomer in charge of the observ- 
atory at the Chicato University to a reporter 
for The Trimune as the two wetrily ascended 
the stair leading to the great telescope. ‘At 
the time it was set upsome years ago, the Pro- 
fessor said. this was the largest instrument 
of the kind in the worid. It is now the flt- 
teenth as to size and a most excellent one still. 
It cost a good deal, as you may infer from the 
fact that the price of the glass alone was some- 
thing over $11,000. From this you may infer 
that it presents the dotted surface of the sun 
as it is in its present state.” 

For a while the observations were prevented 
by clouds, but after a while these cleared away 
and the desired effect was secured. These spots 
are not seen as some may suppose by looking 
through the telescope, but as reflected upon a 
piece of white paper. In order to cut 
off the superabundance of sunlight a 
black cap with a hole three inches in diameter 
was placed over the object giass of the tele- 
scope. The sheet of paper was then held be- 
low the eye-giass. The result was to present 
to the eye a perfect likeness of one of the hem- 
ispheres bf the sun. At first it resembled a 
circular body ot water containing a drop of 
oll. After a while it was seen that these spots 
had jagged edges and that they were irreg- 
ular as to size and shape, and that 
they were distributed over the greater part of 
the surface. Oceasionally they appeared with 
the greatest distinctness, but the outlines came 
and went so qui¢kly it was impossible to count 
them all. After repeated efforts to count 
them, it appeared that there were about tbirty, 
one being apparently much larger than all the 
others. 
flake, though resembling it in no other respect, 
for it was darker than the surface of the body 
upon which it appeared. It was, as nearly as 
could be determined, about one-forticth as 
large as the whole diameter of the sun, and 
therefore large enough to contain the whole 
earth and tour other planets of equal size. 
The most of the spots were groupod kke 
the islands of au archipelago. In most cases 
where there were elongations of the spots 
these elongations ran parallel with the direc- 
tion of the group. From this examination it 
was not possible to ascertain whether these 
spots were indéntations or protuberances, but 
the Professor explained that this fact could be 
demonstrated by keeping a careful watch upon 
any one of them as the sun turned upon its 
axis and when the spot reached the outer line 
of the hemisphere. The effect is not exactly 
what might be expected, for the course of the 
line 1s such as to suggest an elevation of the 
surface at that point, but another fact must be 
taken into consideration—that while it 
does extend the surface beyond the cir- 
line the body of the supposed 
protuberance seems darker tban the outline. 
It took astronomers the 200 years which have 
passed since the days of Galileo to determine 
that these spots were really cup-shaped, that 
the darkest places represent the indentations, 
and that what were supposed for some years’ 
to be mountain peaks were only the farther 
sides of the spots—in reality, a jagged portion 
of the photosphere or light-producing surface 
of the sun. The Professor believes in the 
theory advanced by some scientists that these 
spots indicate storm centres, and that 
the biackened outlines represent the 
area of the disturbance of the 
gaseous envelope encircling the corona. 
These conelusions have been reached by ob- 
serving the same spot from day to day and 
noting its changes. In this Way it is learned 
that they are not fixed objects, but that they 
move along with a rotary movement corre- 
sponding to our cyclone. These spots, then, 
are supposed to represent the cyclones of the 
sun, in comparison to which the feeble blasts 
that sweep away the villages of the earth are 
but ntle summer gusts. Ordinarily, it was 
explained, the maximum of these spots ap- 
pears every eleven years. The greatest 
number having been last visible in 
1871, those which are now exciting the won- 
der of astronomers should have been ex- 
pected, but they have been retarded through 
some agency until this interval has been length- 
ened to thirteen years. Whether or not these 
thirty areas represent the seat of volcanic 
eruptions the 2 offered no opinion, but 
they certainly werethe seats of powerful dis- 
turbances of some kind. and this disturbance, 
no matter what might be its cause, was in the 
shape of a swift and terrible cycione, 


AMERICANS IN CHICAGO. 
CORRECTION OF SCHOOL CENSUS FIGURES AND 
“ STAATS-ZEITUNG’”’ METHODS. | 

The Staats-Zeitung publishes the figures got- 
ten up by the Board of Education to the effect 
that there are about 210,000 Germans in Chica- 
go, and then proceeds to comment thereon to 
the disparagement of the Americans and 
members of other nationalities, tells the Ger- 
mans what they could do here were they to act 
unitedly, and winds up with the attempted 
sneer that “now, in view of sucha mass of 
Germans, no TRIBUNE will ask if the wishes of 
the Germans amount to anything.“ 

It may be well to notice briefly the an:mus 
of this whole thing. This so-called census was 
gotten up forthe purpose of belittling the 
American element, gotten up in pursuance of 
orders from the Democratic City-Hall Adminis- 
tration. Accoruing to its figures there are 143, 
000 Americans in this city. That result is ar- 
rived at partly by excluding altogther 
the 7,000 or 8,000 colored Americans, 
the ancestors of many of whom 
came to this country five or six 
generations ago. These colored men are asa 
class most inteusely American in feeling, and 
why they should have been omitted, except for 
the purpose of belittling the American element, 
it is impossibie to conceive. The census-taxer 
also carries out his instructions by omitting 
from the category of Americans over 100,000 
persons who are of foreign pareutage. Some 
of these were individuals boru in the United 
States, the offspring of Eyropean immigrants, 
who have been educated in the public schools. 
of this country, have scquired the English 
language so that they speak it with an Amer- 
ican accent, and who ure to all intents and pur- 
poses Americans in manners, feelings, and 
ideas. There are also thousands who came 
here as children who have deen sub- 
jected to the same influences of 
American .public-school training and Amer- 
ican surroundings, and who, like the 
class just before mentioned, know nothing of 
any foreign country except from the talk of 
their parents or relatives, All these persons, 
numbering over 100,000, are put down as 
toreigners. And then the Staats-Zeitung coolly 
notifies them that, if they will separate them- 
selves from the other Americans and join those 
persons who were born abroad and reared 
there under the institutions of foreign coun- 
tries, they could ,exercise great influence. So 
they could, and they could exercise still greater 
influence if the remainder of the Americans 
were also to join and put mselves in the 
leading strings of the Staats- ung. 

Everybody knows that this city bas an ex- 
traordinary proportion of foreign-born people 
among its inhabitants. It has attracted and 
furnished employment to an unusual number 
of emigrants. No other city in this country, 
except it be New York, has given work to as 
many foreicners at as good wages as has Chi- 
cago. Skilled and unskilled laborers have alike 
found the means of subsistence here. The 
rapid growth of the city, the swift extension 
Of the railroad system, its trade in grain, in

cattle, meat, coal, and lumber, have furnished 
numerous avenues of employment to trained 
and untrained workmen. This state of affairs 
will continue for generations, and the city will, 
therefore, have an immense proporuon of Eu- 
ropeans. But the American e ement grows 
with time. Every foreign family is producing 


up and reared under American institutions, 
ake hence it is nonsense for any Board of Ed- 
ueation census-taker to transfer this great mass 
of genuine American population into foreign- 
ers and to classify them as Europeans. They 
are to all intents and purposes to the manner 
born, and, while they have a faint and reflected 
admiration for the country whence their par- 
ents came, their first and highest alleziance 
is to their own native land; for this is the natu- 
ral instinct of the human heart everywhere. 
And this game feeling is found among those 
foreign-born children who came here under 
the age of 10 or 12, and exists with almost as 
much strength as among those who first saw 
the light on American soil. 

Asa matter. of fact, about half the adult 
population of Chicago are native Americansfor 
were under 10 when . they’ came here, and two- 


thirds of the peopl Chicago under the age 
of 21 are te all invest and * Americans 
ag contradistinguished f urapeans.

HYDE PARK SEWAGE. 
REPORT OF ENGINEERS APPOINTED TO BUGGEST 
A SYSTEM OF DRAINAGE AND SEWBRAGE. 


There are at present about sixteen miles of 
sewerage in Hyde Park laid to suit the grade of 
the territory and not in accordance with any 
general system, A committee of the Board of 
Trustees was empowered to secure a report 
on additional sewerage. John A. Cole and 
Benezette Williams were employed on the work. 
Complete surveys and fifty-four borings made 
toan aggregate depth of 966 feet have been 
made. The engineers made their report to the 
Board of Trustees Saturday night, 

VARIOUS PLANS CONSIDERED. 

The report states that the area of the village 
is forty-two square miles, the average length 
being ten miles and the average width four and 


and one-half square miles of land having an 
elevation of ten or more feet above lake level. 
It follows that storm water and sewage must 
both be pumped. These reasons are given: (1) 
Itis impossible to drain satisfactorily more 
than a smali fraction of the district by natural 
means; (2) to secure the same drainage facili- 
ties that Chicago now has the ground would 
have to be raised an average of ten feet over 
the whole territory to be drained; (3) a gravity 
system of drainage into an open channel and 
into Calumet Lake and River would cause such 
contamination that purification by mechanical 
means would be necessary; (4) numerous open 
ditches, ag a part of the primary system of 
drainage, could not be tolerated on the grounds 
of cost and inconvenience. 

An examination of levels, the report contin- 
ués, shows that Calumet Lake or river may be 
used as an outlet for drainage of storm-water, 
The shortest channels and cheapest construc- 
tion can be obtained by establishing two pump- 
ing stations, draining the eastern and western 
portions reppectively. For the castern the site 
would be near Eighty-seventh street, between 
the Illinois Central and Nickel-Plate Roads, and 
for the western on the Calumet River, near the 
Fert Wayne Railroad bride. From the western 
stavion an outlet ditch 12,000 feet long, and 
large enough to carry, in addition to Hyde Park 
water, the storm water of twelve square miles 
of the Towns of Calumet and Lake, should be 
dug to Lake Calumet, and also one 8,000 feet in 
length to State street. The two stations should 
be connected by a continuous conduit, equal- 
mg the pressure, enabling either sta- 
tion to do. all the work when possible. 
These drains should have. no connection with 
the basements of houses and be entirely dis- 
tinct from the sewerage system. The cost, if 
the western station only is established, will be 
$191,500; and if both stations are built, $260,- 
500. At least half of the expense of the main 
ditch, amounting in all to $42,750, should be 
borne by the Towns of Lake and Calumet. 
The annual cost of operation for one station is 
$10,389, or $1.02 per acre; and for both sta- 
tions, $16,770, or $1.18 per acre. { 

The system of drainage given above relates 
wholly to the removal of storm water. The 
combined system of sewerage, most common, 
requires pumps of immense capacity, or large 
storage reservoirs from which the pumps could 
draw gradually. In Hyde Park the combined 
system will necessitate pumps of three times 
the capacity necessary for the drainage system 
recommended above, or else a storage reser- 
voir of eighty acres at each of the pumping 
stations. The cheapest and best places for out- 
fall of storm water. are Lake Calumet and 
the Calumet River, but it would be criminal! to 
make these bodies of water depositories of 
sewage. < 

The following conditions are necessary for 
sSatistactory drainage in Hyde Park: (1) The 
sewage should be disposed of in such a man- 
ner as to result in no unhealthful consequen- 
cés; (2) the grades of sewers should be sut- 
fi¢ient to make them self-cleaning; (3) the sew- 
age should be renewed promptly and before 
decomposition sets in; (4) the plan adopted 
should be adjustable to scattered communities 
and also to denser population. All methods 
of sewage disposal in vogue where water-car- 
riage sewage is to be dealt with fall under one 
of the three following: (1) Chemical and me- 
chanical precipation processes: (2) discharge 
into bodies of water; (3) land purification. 

LAND PURIFICATION. 

‘The report reviews at length and condemns 
the first two in the case of Hyde Park, and re- 
commends the method by land purification. 
This method is divided into two classes, differ- 
lug in the relative importance given to the 
amount of crops raised and the amount of 
sewage purified. When the importance of the 
crop rnised is considered, more land is used in 
proportion to the sewage, andit is called sew- 
age farming. The contrary, or the amonnt of 
sewage purified on agiven quantity of land is 
called intermittent downward filtration. The 
most approved system of land purification 
combines the two. The intermittent down- 
ward filtration is in use at Merthyr Tydfil, 
Wales, and Kendall, England. At Pullman, 
III., the firsttrialon a large scale has been 
made in this country. It is there combined 
with surface irrigation. The report states that 
the disadvantages are few and of small import- 
tance, and that in our climate under ordinarily 
favorable circumstances the process can be 
employed profitably. 

That the sewers shall be self-cleansing is a 
difficult requirement because of the flatnesa of 
the territory. A complete table of * inclina- 
tions gives the conclusion that a system of 
sewerage cannot be carried out in the central 
district of Hyde Park, with the two pumping 
Stations as proposed, without the sewers being 
eighteen feet below datum at the stations, 
This will require an average depth of twenty- 
ohe ſeet for some of the main sewers. A gen- 
eral system is recommended for constructing 
main sewers from remote parts of the district 
to the pumping stations, with sub-mains on 
east and west streets, and connecting laterais 
on north and south ‘streets. f 

The cost of thé drainage and sewerage of a 
square mile of territory on the double system 
proposed, allowing nine miles of drains and 
eighteen miles of sewers, is estimated at $324,- 
000, as against $370,000 per square mile by the 
combined system. The primary cost of fur- 
nishing immediate sewerage to the communi- 
ties north of Seventy-sixth strect, leaving out 
tae cost of land, is estimated at $206,500, of 
which $142,500 is for main sewer from pump- 
ing station to Sixty-third street. This expendi- 

ture will furnish sewerage to nine square miles, 
and an equal sum will give complete sewerage 
for the eastern territory. The annual expense 
of operating the sewage pumps is put at $2,200 
per year,

I think Mr. Harrison made but very little 
impression, It seems that he misunderstood 
the situation when he addressed the audience 
as Republicans, who, as he thought, were 
ready to desert the party in order to have a 
chance to vote for CleVeland and Harrison. 
There were from 1,200 to 1,500 people present, 
about one-tenth of them being Republicans. 
The others were all Democrats and such former 
Republicans as had left the party during the 
Liberal movement in 1872, and have since re- 
mained with the Democrats in search of loaves 
and fishes. Mr. Harrison, with his seif-praise, 
made no proselytes. He evaded the very ques- 
tions on which, for instance, the champions of 
personal liberty—the saloonkeepers—ex pected 
to be enlightened, nor did he say anything in 
relation to the tariff, which question is con- 
sidered of vital importanco by the laboring 
men of Belleville. He did not say whether he 
was in favor of the repeal of the Harper bill or 
not. He bragged how he had assisted the Chi- 
cago saloonkeepers in evading the payment of 
the license enacted under the Harper law, and 
how in this manner he had saved the saloon 
men the payment of several hundred thousand 
dollars, which money ought by right to have 
gone into the Treasury. Such arguments are 
not strong in St. Clair. The Germans there are 
a law-abiding people, and most all of the Ke- 
publican Germans are in favor of a high 
license and of the proper regulation of the 
liquor traffic. St. Clair County is dlessed 
with an abundance of saloons, and a 
high license goes fur towards reducing other 
taxation. The business portion’ of the people 
have an idea that the saloonkeepers do not pay 
their proportionate share of taxation, while 
they derive large profits, and are therefore in 
tavor of regulating that business by means of 
a high license, which also tends to close up 
that class of saloons on whose account a large 
police furce has to be kept up for the purpose 
of preserving order.” 

* What do you think about the result of the 
election in*St. Clair and the adjacent coun- 


ties? 

“I think the vote in St. Clair will Ns. 
close, with the chances in favor of the Repub- 
licans, since they are getting large gains from 
among the laboring classes, who do not feel 
like competing with pauper labor, and who have 
no use for Bill Morrison's horizontal tariff busi- 
ness.

THE GAMBLERS’ GAINS. 
A CORRESPONDENT’S PICTURE OF THE MEN 
FROM WHOM THEY ARE DRAWN. 

A correspondent in the subjoined letter, evi- 
dently leaves from a personal experience, bas 
some pertinent points for Mayor Carter H.

That by the score daily they are unwillingly 
being made is abundantly evident, and if for 
suffering humanity’s sake they will join me in 
a stroll through its open courts I will show 
that the result of the best Mayor's” policy 
of non-intervention has been to render Chica- 
go, as compared with Baden Baden or Monaco, 
preéminently a gambling centre. 

Is gambling permitted by the Mayor? The 
plea of inexperience commands my commisra- 
tion, but come with me and see for youself. 

Here we are at No, — Clark street, selected

As a 
rule, yes; but if, perchance, bis Honor” has 
a little bone to pick with the managers.“ in 
that case they resort to a form of inspection 
which requires ail secking admission to ring 
the bell, when that little slide in the door is 
utihzed by the person on guard, who gazes 
through the aperture long enough to sue 
uv” the candidate and determine Whether or 
not his presence is desirable. Here will be 
found all the games which usually are run in a 
gambling-house. Stud poker is so well 
patronized that two large tables are required to 
accommodate its devotees, but the patrons ot 
the game, as a class, are the lower order of 
sportmg men who find in its features a 
field for the display of nerve and biuff, 
two requisit elements to command success. 
Then there is roulet, over which presides a 
young man whose long experience in the busi- 
ness has made hima “lightning calculator,” 
as will be noticed by the rapidity with which he 
takes from and pays off ‘* bets’’ placed on the 
various numbers. Though roulet is well 
patronized by the players at this house, it, as a 
rule, has fewfadmirers, and, being less fascinat- 
ing than faro, its power for evil is not so great. 
The popular game of faro here requires three 
tables, and around tnem the players are three 
and four deep. If from among them one indi- 
vidual is selected, one can judge for himgelf 
how fascinating the player finds it. Take, for 
instance, that beardless boy. Proof of age is 
not required in obtaining a footing here; all 
the managers require is that the patron proves 
a praducer,“ or, in other words, shows the 
color of his money. The young man’s appear- 
ance shows bim to belong tothe class called 
clerks whose capital consists of a limited week- 
ly salary, and the probabilities are, as it is Sat- 
urday night, he has just received his weekly 
salary, with which, before paying his board or 
other weekly expenses, he has ventured in 
here, with the hope lightning may strike 
him, and a purpose to risk but a small 
proportion of the amount at his command. 
Vain purpose—evident from the fact that 
while the dealer is mechanically picking up 
the boy's last chip the victim is fingering his 
moneyiess pockets, vainly searching for a stray 
quarter with which to keep his place at the 
game. The looker-on is surprised to hear the 
„ deuler,“ in reply to the victim’s request for 
the loan of a quarter with which to get his 
supper and pay his car-fare home, laughingly 
deny him the amount, and indulge in the play- 
ful remark that Dr. Tanner could make a meal 
on“ lake water and air,“ and that the walk- 
ing is good. That is but part of the play, and 
the same play has had the longest run on rec- 
ord, with but few variations. 

Now look around the table and see standing 
and lounging in various attitudes, some care- 
lesly, sOwe dejectedly, but on the faces of 
each the sleepless palor of a fever, and one 
finds in all its phases the effect of this game. 
These are men who have, many of them, tasted 
the bitter dregs of the cup of unhappiness 
which from early morn until the dawning of 
another day is provided and held to their 
parched and fevered lips: They are 
nots the victims of faro. They are 
but its instruments. Its victims 
are their suffering families, who, perhaps sup- 
periess, have: gone to bed to shed the bitter 
tears of hope deferred. They cannot sleep; 
the hours which to him bere are swift and full 
of the excitement of this activity are to them 
the lone hours of the night and ages of torture, 
for he again has failed in the fulfillment ot his 
oft-repeated promise, but this last one so ear- 
nestly and seemingly so honestly made, to 
come directly bome and bring the pittance 
which bis week’s hard toil has earned, and 
which he said should not help to swell the 
gamblers’ gains. Are they not its victims? 
Why, when their money is gone, do they not go 
home? Why? Bead those faces. See how lost 
to everything they are but that happening on 
the table. In thus watehing the fortunes at- 
tending the play of others they forget their 
own misery-until the play is over,“ and then 
if one would know their innermost feelings let 


him interview them and learn that the history 


of one is but the same old story of each. 
Once this fever became fastened upon chem 
they were lost—iost to everything—lost to 
the life their early manhood promised 
of usefulness and honor—lost to their individu- 
ality, lost to their wives, mothers, and friends, 
lost to self-respect. Inthe desperate struggle 
they have sufféred as no man living, for any 
but this curse, could suffer. For it they have 
deprived themselves and families of every 
comfort which could make life worth the liv- 
ing; for it they bave sacrificed their regard for 
friends, for principles, and hay® unhesitatingly 
done so many things so unworthy of their na- 
tures that they fear for themselves when con- 
templating being pushed to greater extrem 
ties. 

Can they not, when they so fully realize the 
result of the practice, stop it? No. They are 
borne fast along their disastrous course because 
the poison from the 
in their persons has, coursing tbrough their 
blood, robbed them ef the will power which 
alone will save them and make reformation 
possibile. 

The proprietors of these houses have in near- 
ly every instance become wealthy. Money is 
all powerful. The instincts of a gambler are 
self-gratification. They are lustful. They value 
money only for what it will buy. 

Who is responsible? The man whofor a pur- 
pose can suppress it, but when that purpose 
has been accomplished permits it to resume. 
For politi¢al effect, did we mot have recently 
surprising evidence that it could be suppressed? 
It for political effect it can be, why in the name 
of God and bumanity can it not be suppressed 
for the suke of our mothers, wives, and daugh- 
ters? whose happiness is thus at stake and is 
being wrecked in order that over thoir tortured 
bodies Carter H. Harrison may prove to man- 
kind he politically is great. ARGUS. 


TRAINING PREACHERS. 
THE REV. Ek. Mu. BETTS ON THE WORK OF THE 
CHICAGO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

The Rey. E. M. Betts, a member of the class 
of 1869, Chicago Theological Seminary, spoke 
at the First Congregational Church last even- 
ing in the interests of the seminary. He began 
by referring to the: newspaper paragraph that 
the word Chicago was to be inserted in 
place of Hades in the next revision. One 
who has seemed to take pride in chronicling 
the vice of New York City, he continued, came 
to Chicago to gothrough the slums of the city. 
The man afterwards said that New York had 
much to learn in wickedness from Chicago. If 
we were distinguished by our wickedness, the 
speaker snid, Chicago was also distinguished 
by her educational institutions. Five great 
theological seminaries placed it in a position 
equalled by no other American city. If this 
city was now the religious centre what would 
it in twenty or fifty years be? 

The Chicago Theological Seminary was not a 
Chicago institution however, but was under the 
control of the Congregational denomination. 
It was located in a city to allow its students to 
study the great living models, and learn their 
methods and drink in the spirit of their work. 
It also gave them an opportunity to do mission- 
ary work. A city further enabied the students 
to help themseives in a way they would nut do 
in acountry town. The great mass of theo- 
logical students were poor, but that was noth- 
ing to their discredit. 

Its beginning was humble, and as it grew its 
difficulties increased and multiplied, but the 
founders were men of will, undaunted by ad- 
versity, and they struggled bravely against 
financial depression and adversity until it could 
be said their work was well done. The institu- 
tion has aimed to give the very best instruction 
from the first, to teach practical devotion, and 
to send forth young men who should be bib- 
lical scholars who knew the truth they were to 
present. If the pulpit were to have eloquence 
like the Senate or the bar the young men 
should drink deepof the Bible. They must also 
know the history of the church and the 
progress of Christianity. In the second place 
its aim was to send forth thinking men who 
were abreast of the times. Another aim was 
to make earnest and sincere preachers. The 
seminary was not a place for intellectual cult- 
ure only. but of devotion to God. The people 
came’into the churches to hear the great truths 
of the Bible in their simplicity. The world 
was made up of disappointed men and wonien 
who wanted, not sermons onthe unknowable 
or the evolutionized cell, but sermons of cheer, 
support, and encouragement to each. This 
was the aim of the seminary. 

In concluding the speaker called upon the 
congregation to give their sons tothe institu- 
tion for * . and thwir help to secure the 
complete fulfillment of its aims in preparing 
them for their work. * 


SERIOUS CHARGES. 
LAWYER BEATTIE AGAINST JUsTICS J. C. BAR- 
KER.

THE INDIANA HURRICANE. 


A Purplish-Black Cloud tire Cause 
of the Belmont Disaster—Damage 
Around Evansville. ( 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 29.—|Courier-Jour- 
nal.j—After a patient waiting for nearly a 
month tor rain this city was visited this morn- 
ing with one of the most disastrous storms ever 
known here. Rr bough the loss will reach 
probably a quarter of a million dollars, fortu- 
nately there is no loss of life to be recorded 
from it. This, however, only applies to Evans- 
vilie and vicinity. Later news of the storm 
brings the distressing disaster to the transfer 
boat Belmont of the Louisville & Nashville 


‘Road. About 7:30 o’clock this morning and 


until the storm broke in all its fury about 
three-quarters ofan hour afterward the in- 
tefisity of the beat. the peculiarly suffocating 
feeling of the atmosphere, made it almost un- 
bearable. 
storm except from a small purplish-biack 
clond seen in the west, but which commenced 
to spread rapidly, until at last it seemed to 
have a width of over a mile. There was no 
roar that usually precedes such a storm, but 
the cloud kept advancing so rapidly that many 
who were watching it had barely time to close 
doors and windows before it was on them. It 
came across the river from the Kentucky 
shore, driving the sand from the bar opposit 
the city clear across the river. The steamers 
Silverthorn and Josh V. Throop lay most ex- 
posed and caught its firet fury.

The round- 
house of the Louisville & Nashville Road, in 
which were four engines, was completely de- 
molished. Of the engineers and firemen who 
were in it at the time some of them received 
serious injury. Heilman’s foundry, on First 
and Pine streets, had the upper story of 
the middle section blown down, and Roelker's 
foundry, on Sycamore street, sustained a sim- 
ilar fate. These two losses will reach $20,000. 
Buildings on Main street bad fronts and rears 
blown in, damaging not only them but the 
stocks therein. The broom-factory of Roach 
& Co. and the Transfer-line stables were leveled 
with ther ohio Beyond, in Knight Town- 
ship, the storm was equally destructive, blow- 
ing down barns, fences, and the standing corn. 
it will be some days before an estimate can be 
made of the actual damages sustained, but it 
will not fall short of the figures named. The 
storm lasted about half an hour, and ceased 
almost as suddenly as it began. . 

THE WRECKED STEAMER. 

The most distressing feature of the wind's 
ravages was the capsizing of the transfer 
steamer Belmont. The news reached here

A DOG’S TAIL, 


A Suit That Unearths Experts in the Art 
of Biting Off Dogs’ Tails, 


Disputed Ownership of a Pet Setter—Pointers 
for the Humane Society. 

All the afternoon Saturday was devoted in 
Justice Randall H. White's court to the hearing 
of a dog case continued from the previous 
Saturday, when it had likewise occupied the 
whole afternoon. It was a complicated, a 
peculiar, case. Like the Democratic ticket, the 
tall wagged the dog, for on the tail depended 
the identity of the dog and the issue of the 
suit. The court-ropm was crowded with spec- 
tators, witnesses, and experts. The only un- 
concerned spectator was the hero of the day— 
the dog, a handsome bjack Irish setter, who 
put his nose between bis paws and calmly 
slumbered, except at such times as his repose 
was rudely difturbed by expert examination of 
his tail.

Technically the case was & replevin suit, 
Dyrenforth va, Farmer Bros., for the posses- 
sion of a dog. The plaintiff was Philip C. 
Dyrenforth, a lawyer, and the defendants were 
two young brothers who do much hunting. 
The Dyrenforth family lost their pet dog, 
„ Mack,” Aug, 8, The Farmers lost a dog last 
February answering to the name of Dick.” 


A dog appeared one day about two weeks ago 
at the Farmer mansion on the West Side, and 
made bimseif perfectiy at home. In some 
way the Dyrenforths beard about the dog, saw 
him, and knew tim. The Farmers knew it was 
their dug, and wouldn't give him up. ‘The Dy- 
renforths got a writ of replevin and captured 


the dog, who or made himself perfect- | 


ly at home at their house. The evidence u 
week ago showed clearly that both parties 
had a dog, that both parties lust a 
dog, and that the dog was the dog in 
question. Each dog was black, with white on 
the breast, each dog had a scar over the right 
eye, had certain particular babits, a kind dis- 
position, and wigning countenance, and each 
dog was a black Irish setter about 17 months 
old.

Having arrived at this point the 
court adjourned to yesterday afternoon for the 
purpose of having expert testimony on the bit- 
ing off of dogs’ tails. 

ip CHEW "EM OFF. 


Joseph Farme#, ove of the defendants, de- 
clared he was acquainted with the art, or what- 
ever it might be called, of bitine off or other- 
wise removing dogs’ tails. He had by biting 
and twisting removed oue or two joints from 
end of the contested dog's tall 
when it was about 6 weeks old. The 
biting was done on dogs to improve 
the carriage of their tails. The final joints 
were bit off and the chords of the tail, four 
in number and about ten inches long. were 
pulled out. From the tail of the dog in ques- 
tion three of the ebords had been puiled out and 
the fourth broken off. He knew that the oon- 
tested dog’s tail had been bitten off by its 
bend and the lack of ‘* feathers" on the end, 
„ feathers being short, fine bairs. He had 


another dog of the same breed in court with a 
natural tail. 


On cross-éxamination it appeared that the 
witness had bitten off at least fifty dogs’ tails. 
He had bitten off this dog’s tail because he 
„ had saw others do it.“ because dogs 
the.r tails bitten off wouldn't go mag, and be- 
cause it made the tail prettier. 

The witness was here requested to examine 
the tail, and found hair at the end, which he 
claimea did not grow after the biting-off op- 
eration. . 

John Keys said he knew something of taking 


| off dogs’ tails and had done something at it. He 


took a dog’s tail in his mouth, bit the skin all 
around carefully. and then twisted the end off. 
He must do this or else take outa little worm 
from the root of the dog’s tongue, to prevent its 
going wad. The operation had been performed 
on the dog present, as anybody could see.

| dog’s tail whether it had been taken off. He 
| was not in the habit ot examining dogs’ tails;

tail from a haystack, and therefore knew all 
about it. 

Theodore Tillotson, a printer, was familiar 
with the opération, although he had never set 
bis teeth to mortal dog. He knew the do's 
tail bad been bitten off, by its feel and the 


way the dog carried it. 


James Worth, a Canadian, was acquainted 
with the art, althoegh his experience extended 
to only four or five dogs. He had seen this 
contested dog’s tail bitten off, and had cared 
for the dog for weeks afterwards. 

UNDER THE MICROSCOPE. 


Dr. Baker, a youngish looking man, and a 
graduate of a veterinary college, was the first 
wituess for plaintifis. He thought the dog's 
tail bad not been cut off. It bad a natural 
taper and no scar was present. He had ex- 
amined the end of the tail witha magnifying- 
glass. He never bit off dogs’ tails, but used a 
knife. There might be a difference between 
the scar of human teeth and a knife and block. 
He had never before examined a dog's tail 
with a giass; knew considerable about the 
comparative anatomy of dogs, and gave a vast 
amount of interesting facts in connection 
therewith. He had been paid $5 for his time 
ana services in the case. 

Dr. Rowe, editor of the American Field, was 
the next witness. He said he was an expert in 
regard to dogs and the cutting offof their 
tails. He bad examined the dog, and bis tail 
had not been cut off, or bitten off, or twisted 
off. The dog’s tail was naturalin every way. 
He had not made @ microscopical examination, 
but a careful one in a good light. 

The witness was severely cross-examined. 
No, he had not studied the art of detailing” 
dogs. He was nota veterinary surgeon; but, 
generally speaking, an expert on dogs. He 
couldn't tell when he amputated his last dog’s 
tail; didn't like to do it, as it wascruel. In 
the last tail treated he used tweezers and twist- 
ed off the tail to oblige afriend. He had never 
bitten off (indignantly) a dog’s tail; but had 
seen it done often. He was not under pay for 
his services as ag expert. He was sure as 
to his facts. Did the counsel presume to in- 
timate that he was telling anything but the 
truth? 

IT IS A NATURAL WAG. 

H. H. Hineshaw, a taxidermist, knew more 
about dead dogs’ tails than about live dogs’ 
tails, but was pretty certain that the dog in 
question had nature’s very Own tail. He had 
seen a dog’s tail bitten off in Salt 
Creek, Engiand, eight years ago and had 
never seen the dog or the tail since. He could 
tell easy enough by skinning the dog whether 
it had been bitten en the ‘tail. He ‘s’posed 
t was done to bleed em. 

Capt. Mack, who presented the dog to Dyren- 
forth, knew the dog by its face. He could tell 
him among a thousand just as easy as he 
could recognize his own sister by ber face. He, 
however, hadn't seen the dog for about twelve 
months, The witness then minutely described 
the dog, and the Farmers triumphantly showed 
four white hairs between the toes of the left 
hind paw which the witness negiected*to men- 
tion. oie 
Then various women of the Dyrenforth 
household identified the dog by particular hab- 
its and sweet traits of character. The counsel 
for defendants spoke eloquently, and the plaint- 
iff said a few words inv his own behalf. 

Then Justice White reviewed the evidence. 
He was not by any means satisfied in his 
own mind, but should award the dog to the 
plaintiff.” 

The reporter felt of the dog's tail, then of the 
other dog’s tail whose tail bad not been cut, and 
if ever two peas were at all similar they were 
not a circumstance in point of resemblance to 
those two dogs’ tails.

WASHINGTON. 


A Democratic Congress Responsible 


for the Starvation of the Piegan In- 
dians. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.~In regard to 
the reports of the distressed condition of the 
Piegan Indians, acting Indian Commissioner 
Stevens today stated that the Indian Office was 
in no wise to blame for the condition of at- 
fairs. At the last session of Congress the Com- 
missioner had requested an appropriation of 
$75,000 for the maintenance of these In- 
diana, This amount was, in the 
Opinion of the bureau, the smallest sum that 
would suffice for the purpose, but the House 
cut the estimate down to $40,000. The Senate 
increased the appropriation to $50,000, and this 
money, although used to tho best advantage, 
is notenough to feed the Indians during the 
year. Aug. II Agent Allen made the follow- 
ing report upon the subject: “ Under date of 
June 4, 1884, I wrote your office reviewing the 
estimate for supplies made by my pre- 
decessor, John Young, for the year 
ending June 30, 1885, and showed that 
the amount of meat estimated for was 
only one-quarter of the quantity required 
and the flour only about one-third the quanti- 
ty required. lie daked for 500,000 pounds of 
beef gross, and only 400,000 pounds have been 
purchased—lees than one-fifth rations, or less 
than five ouaces per day.for cach person. The 
flour purchased for the current fiscal year 
gives less than six ounces,per day for each 
person. On such an allowauce, having noth- 
ing else, how could they avoid starv- 
mg? 1 tolegraphed you that I 
have supplies for present needs. If 
I were to divide the 400,000 pounds beef gross 
by fifty-two, the number of weeks in the year. 
and issue only that amount, the needs would 
not be met, but Iam issuing more than that, 
and will continue todo so while I have it on 
hand, for these Indians shail not die of starva- 
tion while I have anything to give them. If 
the supply runs out, the responsibility 
may rest where it belongs. At present 
there is «a great abundance of berries, 
and these help to prevent — starvation, 
for the ludians gather and eat them in great 
quantities, but the berries will soon be gone, 
and then there will be nothing but meat and 
flour. It should be borne in mind that at no 
time since I assumed charge of this agency has 
there been a single pouard of rice, beans, honi- 
iny, Oatmeal, or anything of that kind to give 
the Indians. Do you wonder it fs reported 
they are starving? In May and June thore 
were times when they stripped the 
trees ve J ate the inner bark tv 
keep sou and bodies together, and 
all the time they were 
for food. I at one time issued over 2,000 
pounds of bacon that I had not receipted for 
and which had been condemned by the Board 
of Survey. would never have done so had 
they not been in a starving condition. Just 
now they are not suffering, but in a very suort 
time the berries will be gone and the supplies 
will run out, and the carpenter wil! again be 
kept busy making burial boxes, unless some- 
thing can be done in the way of getting them 
additional food.“ | 


Closing Up the Work of the Census 
Bureau. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug, 30.—[Special.]— 
The few remaining clerks of the Census Bureau 
are busy in their endeavors to bring up the 
work of the office so that everythmg may be 
completed by Jau. 1. But it is regarded as ex- 
tremely improbable that this result can be 
reached owing to the smallness of the appro- 
priation. In discussing the work of the tenth 
census the fact that the resuits of progress of 
not a decade only, but a century, are to be set 
forth seems to have been ignored. The tenth 
census when completed will be a work of the 
greatest magnitude ever undertaken in this 
direction. Thus far seven folio volume 
of an average of 700 pages each have been 
published, Next week the eightb volume will 
make its appearance.

The Washington Monument. 

WAsHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.— [Special. 
The discovery of the fact that the title to the 
Washingtou Monument site is in the private 
corporation known as the Washington National 
Monument Society has caused surprise. It is 
not thought, however, that the interest of the 
association will prevent the Government from 
exercising the same ownership and control 
over the monument and its surroundings that 
it exercises over all monuments erected at pub- 
lic places in the capital. The site was given to 

monument society in 1848 by 

of Congress, before any money 
was collected. That society after that 
collected $272,000, which raised the shaft to 
152 feet. The completion of the shaft from 
that point to its present bight, 500 feet, has 
been done by direct appropriations from Con- 
gress under the direction of a Government 
engineer officer. This ancient monument 60- 
ciety will take the lead in the ceremonies of 
celebrating the completion of the vor, as they 
did the laying of the corner-stone.

upon and after the Ist prox. is prohibited for 
three montns from that date.” 

A cablegram received at the Post-Office De- 
partment announces the postponement until 
February next of the International Postal Con- 
gress which was to have assembled at Lisbon 
Oct. 1. The postponement is probably made 
because of the existence of cholera quarantines 
in Southern Europe.
